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We give seam lines (dashed) as well 
as Cutting lines (solid) for the full-sized 
pieced patterns in QUILTMAKER. The 
seam allowances are 1%” for all pieced 
patterns, and the points are trimmed. Pre- 
trimming reduces bulk in the seams and 
also provides clues for exact alignment of 
patches for machine sewing. These trims 
are positioned to make the seam lines of 
adjoining patches fall into place for stitch- 
ing when the cut edges and the trimmed 
points are aligned. 

Very large pieces such as alternate 
blocks or setting triangles are shown in 
miniature with dimensions. Use graph 
paper to rule these patterns in the mea- 
surements given or measure and mark 
them directly onto the fabric if you can du- 
plicate the proper angles with a car- 
penter’s square, right triangle, or similar 
tool. The dimensions shown do not in- 
clude seam allowances. Be sure to add 
them when you mark and cut your fabric. 
% Seam allowances (plus two inches 
extra length for insurance) are included in 
border strip lengths in quilt specifications. 

Where it is particularly important for 
the strip to be an exact size, as when it is 
to fit an outer pieced border, we do not 
add the extra two inches, but we do in- 
clude seam allowances. 

No turn-under allowances are given 
for most of the applique patterns. You will 
add the “16” by eye when cutting. 

Occasionally, an applique pattern will 
be labeled with a letter in parentheses. 
This means that the segment is a continu- 
ation of another piece with the same letter. 

If we give just half of the pattern 
piece, the center line is indicated with a 
dotted line. When making the template, 

ethene ti 


simply trace around pattern, flip the trac- 
ing over, and align the dotted center lines. 
Trace around pattern again to complete 
template for whole patch. 

When our quilt specifications call for 
a pattern letter followed by an “r,” you will 
need to reverse the pattern. That is, if the 
_ instructions call for 36 A and 36 Ar, mark 
_ the first 36 patches, then turn the template 
| over to mark the remaining 36. 


sar comiretonreccpeineorpontent trace pattern pieces directly onto 
clear template plastic, or trace on paper and 
glue the tracing to sandpaper, plastic, or 
cardboard. Cut out accurately to make tem- 
plate. See specific instructions for the method 
of your choice to determine whether to trace 
seam lines or cutting lines when making tem- 
plates. 

Make a sample block to test the accuracy 
with which you have made templates before 
cutting out the whole quilt. 


Always wash and iron fabrics before cut- 
ting them into patches. The cotton fabrics that 
most quiltmakers use are likely to shrink, and 
their colors may run. Rinse dark colors sepa- 
rately to check for excess dye. If the color 
bleeds, continue rinsing until the water runs 
Clear. 
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INCLUDING BASIC QUILTMAKING LESSONS 


Plan to measure, mark, and cut border 
strips first and larger patches before smaller 
ones from the same fabric. Arrange patches 
with cutting lines of neighboring patches close 
or touching for best use of fabric. 


When marking and cutting patches, con- 
sider the grain line of the fabric. Generally, one 
or more straight sides of the patch should fol- 
low the lengthwise or crosswise grain. This is 
especially true of sides that will be on the out- 
side edges of the quilt block. Wherever possi- 
ble, we indicate lengthwise or crosswise grain 
with an arrow on the pattern piece. 


Patches for hand piecing require precisely 
marked seam lines, but marked cutting lines 
are optional. Most hand piecers prefer a tem- 
plate that does not include a seam allowance. 

To mark the patches, place the template 
face down on wrong side of fabric and draw 
around it accurately with a pencil. Leave just 
enough space between patches to add 1%” 
seam allowances when cutting. 

After marking the patches, cut outward 
from the seam line about 1%”, measuring the 
distance by eye. The pieces will be joined right 
sides together, so the marked seam line on the 
wrong side of the fabric is visible on both sides 
of the patchwork when sewing. Sew the seam 
right through the penciled lines, so that your 
patchwork will fit perfectly. Join the patches 
with a short running stitch, using a single 
thread. Begin and end each seam at seam line 
(not at edge of fabric) with two or three back 
stitches to secure seam. 

Use a dark-colored thread with dark fab- 
rics and a light-colored thread with light ones. 
When you are sewing a dark patch to a light 
one, match the thread to the fabric toward 
which you will be pressing the seam allow- 
ances (usually the dark color). A short needle 
(such as size 7 or 8 between) will work best. 


Many machine patchworkers prefer to in- 
clude the seam allowances in the template and 
mark the cutting line instead of the sewing line. 
The reason for this is that accurate cutting is 
very important in machine piecing. 

When sewing patches together on the 
machine, align the cut edges with the edge of 
the presser foot if it is 4” wide. If not, place a 
piece of masking tape on the throat plate of the 
machine 1%” away from the needle to guide you 
in making precise 4” seams. Sew all the way to 
the cut edge unless you are inserting a patch 
into an angle. For machine piecing you may 
want to match thread color to the patches (even 
using a different color for top and bobbin 
threads). However, if you are using very many 
fabrics, you may prefer to use a single thread 
color such as beige that won’t show much on 
any of the fabrics. 


Templates for hand applique do not include 
turn-under allowances. To mark patches for 
hand applique, place template face up on right 
side of fabric and draw around it lightly with a 
pencil, leaving room for “6” allowance all around. 

Turn under %e” allowance on each 
applique, and baste in place. (Do not turn under 


edges that will be tucked under other 
appliques.) Clip well into the fold of inward 
curves to make pieces lie flat. 

If background block is a light color, lay it 
over pattern in magazine, matching centers, to 
see placement for appliques. Lightly mark 
major shapes with pencil or simply pin 
appliques into position. If you cannot see 
through background block, finger-crease block 
in half lengthwise, crosswise, and diagonally to 
form guidelines for placement of appliques. 

Pin or baste applique patches onto the 
background fabric, tucking raw edges under 
adjacent appliques as needed. Applique with 
an invisible slip stitch or hemming stitch in a 


thread color that matches the patch, not the 
background. Remove basting. 

To facilitate the quilting later and to pre- 
vent show-through, carefully cut away back- 
ground fabric from behind appliques, using 
sharp scissors and trimming to within “.” of 
seam line. Reinforce seams with a couple of 
stitches if it is necessary to cut across seam 
lines when trimming. 


Templates for machine applique do not in- 
clude turn-under allowances. To mark patches 
for machine applique, place template on either 
side of fabric and mark around it with a pencil. 
Cut the patches right on the marked seam 
lines. 

Finger-crease block to form guidelines for 
placement of appliques or lay block over pat- 
tern, matching centers, to see placement. Posi- 
tion patches and hold them in place using a fab- 
ric glue stick. Use a matching thread color, and 
baste the appliques into place with a narrow, 
open zigzag stitch. Cover the basting stitch 


a 


with a wider, closed zigzag (machine satin 
stitch). Lift presser foot to turn corners or go 
around curves of applique. 


Press all seams to one side (not open), 
usually toward the darker fabric. Quilt blocks 
should be ironed flat with no puckers, and they 
should be square and measure exactly the 
same size as other blocks. If any quilt blocks 
have problems, remove a few stitches to ease 
away puckers. All parts of the quilt top—blocks, 
sashing, and borders—should be well ironed 
and accurately measured. 


Join the blocks for the first row with 1%” 
seams. (If sashing will be used, sew a short 
sashing strip between each block in the row.) 
Then join all blocks in succeeding rows, until all 
rows are completed. Press all seams in the 
odd-numbered rows in one direction and all 
seams in even-numbered rows in opposite di- 
rection. (With sashing, press all seams either 
toward or away from sashing strips.) Then pin 


two rows together matching seams perfectly.

Every quiltmaker has a few favorite 
techniques that make a significant dif- 
ference in her enjoyment of the craft. 
We all seek methods that help us make 
quilts better, easier, and faster. Strip 
piecing fills the bill on all three counts, 
plus it is fun to do. 

The basic principle of strip piecing is 
this: Sew together strips of fabric (cut in 
appropriate widths) to make bands, 
press all seam allowances to one side, 
then cut from the pieced bands simple- 
shaped units such as squares, rectan- 
gles, and triangles. Because major 
seams are sewn in continuous lines and 
because individual patches need not be 
marked and cut out, construction time is 
decreased dramatically. The words 
“presto-chango” and “voila” seem most 
appropriate! 

Six of the patterns in this issue are 
especially suited to the technique of 
strip piecing, and once you learn to 
identify strip-pieceable units you'll find 
that many patterns lend themselves to 
this bit of quilter's magic. A sewing 
machine will be required (hand sewing 
is not workable because so many 
seams are Cut across); and a rotary cut- 
ter, mat, and see-through ruler or set of 
strip-cutting templates will prove very 
helpful. 


Twilight, page 10, has three kinds of 
units that can be strip-pieced, and the 
pattern directions give cutting dimen- 
sions. Let's use the strip-pieced A patch 
as the first example. 

1. Use arotary cutter and cutting mat 
to cut strips (as listed on page 10) 
across the width of the fabric. Placing 
right sides together and taking 14” seam 
allowances, sew a 1%” x 18” light peach 
strip to a 194” x 18” medium peach strip. 
Press seam allowances toward the 
darker fabric to complete the band. 


2. Now use the A pattern template 
(with seam allowances included) to cut 
four A triangles. (These patches can be 
cut using scissors or a rotary cutter, as 
you wish.) As shown below, the tem- 
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plate will be flip-flopped to cut two trian- 
gles in each orientation. 


3. Join the four 
A’s to complete Unit 
1. Make other Unit 
1's as explained in 
the directions. 

The benefits of vr — * 
strip piecing are apparent. Instead of 
cutting out eight individual patches, two 
strips of fabric were quickly rotary cut, 
and four identical-size triangles were 
cut from pre-pressed bands. Even more 
time is saved when making strip-pieced 
D's for the same quilt: 

1. Join a set of four strips (as 
explained in directions) to make a band; 
press seam allowances to one side. 
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2. Cut six D’s from the band, flip-flop- 
ping placement to cut three triangles in 
each orientation. 

Instead of individually cutting and 
piecing 24 trapezoids (with many po- 
tential inaccuracies!), four strips of fab- 
ric were quickly cut and six precise tri- 
angles were individually cut. Because 
all sewing and pressing were done on 
straight-grain fabric strips, there is al- 
most no chance of patches stretching 
out of shape. 

Strip piecing is even more impressive 
when many units are cut from a single 
band in rapid assembly-line style. The 
border of Twilight is a good example, 
and it shows how squares and rectan- 
gles are made. 

1. Sewa1%” x 24” navy strip to each 
of the twelve 614” x 24” strips to make 
twelve strip-pieced bands (one in each 
of twelve colors). Press seam allow- 
ances toward the navy strips.

2. As the directions explain, cut 
twelve E’s from each band, aligning the 
dots on the template with the seam. Or, 
better yet, use your rotary cutter and a 
see-through ruler to cut the bands into 
13/4”-wide units (the equivalent of E’s). 


The key to speedy strip piecing is 
this: Use a rotary cutter and ruler (or 
strip template in the correct size) to cut 
a pieced band to yield the equivalents of 
pattern pieces. Let's see how that 
works on another pattern. 


Double Delight, page 12, has alter- 
nate Block Y’s that are nine patches. 
Each patch finishes 31%”; the block 
finishes 101%” and is made from three 
rows of three patches each. Strip piece 
these blocks as follows: 

1. From white/pink print cut two 
strips 4” x 42”; from medium rose print 
cut one strip 4” x 42”: from dark rose 
print cut three strips 4” x 42”. Join strips 
to make one band from white/pink—dark 
rose—white/pink, and another band 
from dark rose—medium rose—dark 
rose. 


2. Use a rotary cut- 
ter to cut units 4” wide 
across bands. Join the 
units to complete the 
block. 


Santa Fe Summer, page 14, has 
Block X’s made from dark red print and 
rust print A patches that measure 21/2" x 
5” when finished. Instead of cutting indi- 
vidual A rectangles, try strip piecing. 

1. From dark red print cut a strip 3” x 
42”, from rust print cut one the same 
size. Join strips; press seam allow- 
ances toward the darker fabric.

@ Sew a long light red border 
strip to a long dark red border strip, 
again matching centers. Sew to side of 
quilt, having the light red border strip 
touching the quilt. Repeat for opposite 
side. Miter corners, trimming excess. 

© Mark quilting motifs as given in 
A, C, D, and Dr patches. Quilt as 
marked. Quilt “in the ditch” around all 
patches and along borders. 

© Bind to finish. 

HINT 

When piecing the middle portion of the the Y and Z 
Blocks (patches A-B to A-B), itis important to stitch the 
two halves together so that the seams line up exactly in 
the center. After stitching an A to a B patch, press the 
seam toward B. If you are machine stitching, mark a 
stitching line 4” from the raw edge on the wrong side 
of the A-B patches as shown in Fig. 1, making an “X" 
where the drawn line meets the stitched seam. Place 
one A-B section on top of another A-B section, right 
sides together. Place a straight pin through the center 
of the “X” on the top A-B and through the “X” on the un- 
derneath A-B. Pin the two halves together. Stitch along 
seam line. See Fig. 2. Open up to check that seams 
come together accurately in the center.

(1) Turn under edges of applique 
patches “16” and baste. (It is not neces- 
sary to turn under edges that will be 
tucked under other patches.) 

@) Fold background patch A in 
half along both diagonals and crease 
lightly to mark placement lines. Refer- 
ring to colored quilt drawing and center 
block diagram on pages 36 and 37, po- 
sition and pin patches B-Br through H- 
Hr in alphabetical order on A. To posi- 
tion kangaroo’s back leg, align stars 
and circles on leg with those along bot- 
tom of foot. Blindstitch, trimming excess 
fabric from behind each patch after 
sewing it. Using three strands of black 
embroidery floss, embroider eyes in 
satin stitch and brows and mouths in 
outline stitch. 

@) Sew ared sashing strip to each 
edge of the A patch, mitering corners. 

@) Referring to the leaf block 
drawing and piecing diagram on page 
36, make 16 leaf blocks. Using three 
strands green embroidery floss, em- 
broider stems in outline stitch. Join 
three leaf blocks to make a short pieced 
border. Sew to one edge of center 
block. Repeat for opposite edge. Join 
five leaf blocks to make a long pieced 
border. Sew to one of the remaining 
edges of center block. Repeat for oppo- 
site edge. 

(6) Add gold sashes. 

© Referring to colored quilt draw- 
ing, position and blindstitch baby kan- 
garoos (M’s) on light blue L’s. Using 
three strands black embroidery floss, 
embroider eyes in satin stitch, and em- 
broider brows, mouths, and legs in out- 
line stitch. Center and sew an L to each 
edge of quilt. 

@) Add a blue sashing strip to 
edge of each L. Referring to corner 
block drawing and piecing diagram on 
page 37, make four corner blocks. Em- 
broider stems. Center and sew one to 
each blue sashing strip. 

Add green borders, trimming 
excess gold and blue sashes in seams. 
Miter corners, trimming excess. 

Q) Quilt “in the ditch” around all 
patches, borders, and sashing strips. If 
desired, quilt jump lines behind each 
joey in L as shown in colored drawing, 
and quilt a grid of 1” parallel lines around 
kangaroos in A patch. Bind to finish. 


SOFT SCULPTURE JOEY 


If desired, you can make stuffed baby 
kangaroos to place in pockets sewn to 
the back of the quilt. For each joey, cut 
two 4” x 6” pieces of fabric. Trace onto 
stiff paper the joey pattern (M) along the 
stitching line. (You do not need the turn- 
under allowances.) Cut out the pattern 
and place on the wrong side of one of 
the fabric pieces. Trace around the 
shape. Place fabric pieces right sides 
together. Stitch along the marked line 
with a short machine stitch, leaving an 
opening for turning along the bottom 
straight edge of the kangaroo. Cut out 
the kangaroo '%” outside the sewn line. 
Clip to the stitching line at all inside 
curves and indentations, as in Fig. 1 on 
page 35. To turn the kangaroo, pinch 
the tip of an ear with a tweezers. Push 
the ear through the body and out the 
opening at the bottom. Remove the 
tweezers. Grab the ear at the opening 
and pull the body right side out. Use the 
tweezers to push out all of the areas. 
Stuff the ears, snout, and tail tightly first, 
then stuff the body. Hand stitch the 
opening closed. Embroider features. 

To make a pocket, cut two 4” x 512” 
rectangles of fabric. With right sides to- 
gether, stitch 4” from edges around all 
sides, leaving a 2” opening along one 
long edge. Trim corners; turn right side 
out. Hand stitch opening closed. Press 
flat. Pin pocket to back of quilt near the 
top edge. Whip stitch the bottom edge 
of pocket in place, being careful not to 
catch front of quilt. Put stuffed joey in 
pocket to determine how much fullness 
is needed along the top of pocket as in 
Fig. 2 on page 35. Pin sides, remove 
kangaroo, then whip stitch pocket in 
place along side edges. Place as many 
pockets and joeys on back of quilt as 
desired.

(4) Make pieced borders as fol- 
lows: Referring to border unit drawing 
on page 21, make 14 border units. For 
top border, join three border units alter- 
nately with two cream D’s. Sew acream 
E to each end. Sew to top of quilt. Re- 
peat for bottom. For side border, join 
four border units alternately with three 
green D’s. Sew a green E to each end. 
Sew to side of quilt. Repeat for other 
side. Miter corners. 

6) Quilt “in the ditch” around each 
patch. Bind to finish.

ASSEMBLY 


@ Theuseofstrip-piecing tech- 
niques will make the piecing of many of 
the patches for Twilight simpler and 
quicker. You may wish to read the fea- 
ture beginning on page 5 before begin- 
ning this pattern. Referring to Fig. 1, 
make strip-pieced bands for A’s as fol- 
lows: Sew 1%” x 18” light peach strip to 
1%.” x 18” medium peach strip. Sew 
194" x 42” strips together in pairs in the 
following color combinations: light 
green and medium aqua; tan and 
medium green; medium rust and laven- 
der; medium brown and light aqua. 
Press seam allowances toward the 
darker fabrics. Cut four A’s from the 
peach band; cut twelve A’s from each of 
the other bands, to total 52 A’s. 

@) Referring to Unit 1 diagram, 
sew four peach A’s together. From re- 
maining 48 A’s, make 12 Unit 1’s, each 
using four A’s cut from the same strip- 
pieced band, alternating color place- 
ment as in Unit 1 diagram. 

@) Referring to Fig. 2, make strip- 
pieced bands for D’s as follows: Divide 
remaining 1%” x 42” strips into six dif- 
ferent groups with four colors each. 
Sew four strips of one group together to 
make a strip-pieced band. Repeat with 
each group to make six bands. Press 
seam allowances to one side. Aligning 
the dotted lines of the template with the 
seams of the band, cut six D’s from 
each band to make 36 D’s. 

@ Referring to Y block drawing 
and piecing diagram, make 9 Y blocks, 
using four different D color combina- 
tions in each block. Lay Y blocks ona 
table in the arrangement you like, plac- 
ing the peach Unit 1 in the center block 
position. Join blocks in three rows of 
three blocks each. Join rows. (You will 
have four remaining Unit 1’s to be used 
in the Z blocks later.) 

Add short navy borders, miter- 
ing corners and trimming excess to 1%” 
seam allowances. 

© Referring to Fig. 3, make 
pieced borders as follows: Sew a 1344” x 
24” navy strip to each of the twelve 61/4” 
x 24” strips to make twelve strip-pieced 
bands. Press seam allowances toward 
the navy strip. Cut twelve E’s from each 
band, aligning the dots on the template 
with the seam. Referring to Unit 2 dia- 
gram, join twelve E’s to make a Unit 2. 


Repeat to make twelve Unit 2’s. Refer- 
ring to quilt photograph, sew three Unit 
2’s together to form a pieced border, 
being careful to sew the colors in the 
correct order. Repeat to make four bor- 
ders. Sew a pieced border to top of quilt, 
matching centers. Repeat for bottom of 
quilt. 

@ Referring to Z block drawing 
and piecing diagram, make four Z 
blocks, using the four remaining Unit 1’s 
in the centers. Sew a Z block to each 
end of remaining pieced borders. Sew 
to sides of quilt, matching centers. 

Add long navy borders to 
edges of quilt, mitering corners and 
trimming excess. 

Q) Quilt in-the-ditch around all 
patches. Bind in navy to finish.

ASSEMBLY 


@ Referring to diagram for A and 
B patches on page 24, fold background 
patch A in half lengthwise. Place over 
full-size pattern on pages 24 and 25, 
matching center dot on applique with 
center fold of A, and having bottom of 
pitcher and pot (C and D patches) 
aligned with the seam line of A. Lightly 
trace position of applique patches onto 
A. Cut out applique patches, adding 
%16” turn-under allowances. Turn under 
edges of appliques and baste. (It is not 
necessary to turn under edges that will 
be tucked under other appliques.) Do 
not turn under the straight bottom 
edges of C and D patches. 

@) Make bias stripping for stems 
in this manner: Fold bias stripping in 
half lengthwise with wrong sides to- 
gether; sew '%” from cut edges. Press 
strip flat, Keeping seam allowance con- 
cealed on underneath side. Cut as 
needed for stems. 

@) Position appliques and stems 
in place on A and blindstitch in place. 
(Do not stitch the red flower at the bot- 
tom of the pitcher at this time.) Baste the 
bottom edges of C and D in place. Re- 
ferring to full-size patterns and colored 
quilt drawing, embroider details on flow- 
ers in outline stitch and french knots, 
using three strands of red or medium 
blue floss. 

@) Stitch the long edge of B patch 
to the bottom edge of A, catching the 
bottom edges of C and D patches in the 
seam. Press seam toward B. Stitch an 
M patch to each corner as in colored 

> 


quilt drawing. Applique the bottom red 
flower and yellow center over the seam. 
Embroider details as above. 

6) Sew a short tan print border 
strip to side of quilt. Repeat for opposite 
side. Sew a red N to each end of re- 
maining short tan border strips. Sew to 
top and bottom of quilt. 

© If you prefer, make the 
checked pieced border as described in 
the feature on quick strip-piecing 
methods beginning on page 5. Or make 
it as follows: Join eight blue N’s alter- 
nately with nine white N’s. Make two 
rows like this. Join eight white N’s alter- 
nately with nine blue N’s. Join rows to 
make a checkerboard. Sew to side of 
quilt. Repeat for opposite side. Join 
twelve blue N’s alternately with eleven 
white N’s. Make two rows like this. Join 
twelve white N’s alternately with eleven 
blue N’s. Join rows to make a checker- 
board. Sew to top of quilt. Repeat for 
bottom of quilt. 

@) To find centers of blue border 
strips, fold borders in half lengthwise 
and crosswise; crease lighily. Position 
appliques as follows: Center a yellow H 
patch in the middle of the border. Refer- 
ring to border diagram on page 24, posi- 
tion other flowers so that their bottom 
edges are 41%" and 9” from the center 
fold. Position the leaves and bias strips, 
curving stems as in the illustration. 
Blindstitch in place. Embroider details 
on flowers as above in step 3. Sew blue 
borders to all sides of quilt, mitering cor- 
ners and trimming excess to leave 1%” 
seam allowances. 

Add long tan borders, following 
directions given in step 5 above. 

Q) If desired, mark motifs given in 
M patch. Mark the same motif in the four 
outer corners of the blue borders. Quilt 
as marked. Quilt “in the ditch” around all 
appliques, patches, and borders. Bind 
to finish.

ASSEMBLY 


@ If you are using the green floral 
print as shown in the drawing and on the 
Material Pleasures page on the back 
cover (or any print in which specific 
floral motifs are used in the six-pointed 
stars), make the A template out of clear 
plastic. This will make it easier to center 
the template on the floral motifs you 
wish to use. Before you begin cutting 
into the fabric, look over the motifs and 


choose the ones you like best. Mark 
them with a straight pin, making sure 
there is sufficient space between them. 
Cut six A’s of the same flower for each 
star. To duplicate the quilt in the colored 
quilt drawing, cut 132 A’s with white 
flowers, 123 A’s with aqua flowers, and 
123 A’s with rust flowers. 

@) When cutting the green stripe 
A patches, place the template right side 
up on the right side of the fabric, and 
align the grain line arrow with the stripe 
of the fabric. When cutting the green 
stripe Ar patches, place the template 
wrong side up on the right side of the 
fabric, again aligning the arrow with the 
stripe. The arrows in the block diagrams 
indicate the direction of the striped fabric. 

@) Referring to block and unit 
drawings and piecing diagrams on 
pages 27 and 28, make 20 V Blocks, 19 
W Blocks, and 20 X Blocks (or make 59 
blocks all alike if you are not using dif- 
ferently colored A’s). Also make 4 Y 
Blocks (2 with white flowers, 1 with 
aqua flowers, and 1 with rust flowers), 4

gram, join seven units alternately with 
seven green stripe D’s, again sewing to 
seam lines. Sew to top edge of quilt. 

© Sew G patches along the top 
and bottom edges of quilt. Add appro- 
priate F or Fr patch at each corner. 

() Add borders, mitering corners 
and trimming excess. 

Quilt “in the ditch” around each 
patch and along borders. Bind to finish.

Join rows in groups of two, then four, and so 
on, until top is completed. (With sashing, sew 
sashing strips between rows.) Press all seams 
in one direction. When setting blocks and rows 
together, be careful to avoid stretching them. 


Center a border strip on each side of the 
quilt top to extend equally at each end. Pin, 
baste, and sew strips in 4” seams, beginning 
and ending the seam at the seam line, not at 
outer edge of fabric. At one corner (on wrong 
side), smooth one border over an adjacent one 
and draw a diagonal line from inner seam line 
to the point where outer edges of two borders

cross. Reverse the two borders (bottom one is 
now on top), and again draw a diagonal line 
from inner seam line to point where outer 
edges cross. Match the two pencil lines (fabrics 
right sides together), and sew through them. 
Cut away excess, and press seam open. Re- 


Place quilting pattern under quilt top. Mark 
design on quilt top, using a hard lead pencil 
very lightly. Place the design over a light source 
to mark dark-colored fabrics, using a chalk 
pencil. Water-soluble pens are also available, 
but be sure to test for removability on a scrap 
before marking the whole quilt. 

Some of the quilting may be done without 
marking the top at all. Outline quilting (14” from 
seam around patches) or quilting “in the ditch” 
(right next to the seam on the side without the 
seam allowances) can be done “by eye.” Other 


straight lines may also be “marked” as you quilt 
by using a piece of masking tape which is 
pulled away after a line is quilted along its edge. 


Make a quilt lining that is about 2” larger on 
each side than the quilt top. Some quilts are 
small enough to require a single piece for lin- 
ing, but usually two or three lengths of the yard 
goods must be seamed together. Remove sel- 
vedges from these lengths of fabric to avoid 
puckers; press seams open to avoid bulky 
layers. 

Place the lining, wrong side up, on a flat 
surface. Spread the quilt batt over the lining, 
making sure that both stay smooth and even. 
Then place the quilt top, right side up, on top of 
the batting. Pin the three layers as necessary to 
hold them together while basting. Beginning in 
the center, baste all layers together in an “X,” 
then in rows four to six inches apart. Also baste 
around edges. Now you are ready to quilt or tie. 


Some quilters use a large frame; others 
use a quilting hoop; and some just quilt in their 
laps with no frame at all. Quilting is done ina 
short running stitch with a single strand of 
thread that goes through all three layers. Use a 
short needle (8 or 9 betweens) with about 18” of 
thread. Make a small knot in the thread, and 
take a first long stitch (about 1”) through top 
and batting only, coming up where the quilting 
will begin. Tug on the thread to pull the knotted 
end between the layers. Take straight, even 
stitches that are the same size on the top and 
bottom sides of the quilt. For tiny stitches, push 


the needle with a thimble on your middle finger, 
and guide the fabric in front of the needle with 
the thumb of your hand above the quilt and 
thumb and index finger of your hand below the 
quilt. To end a line of quilting, take a tiny back- 
stitch, and then make another inch-long stitch 
through the top and batting only. Clip thread at 
surface of quilt. Remove basting stitches when 
you finish quilting. 


Line quilt top as described above, basting 
or not, as desired. To mark placement for ties, 
insert pins through all layers (top, batting, and 
lining) at each block center and corner, or at 
other logical places related to the design. Also 
pin around borders. Space pins not more than 
6” apart. Thread a sharp, large-eyed needle 
with about two yards of three-ply orlon baby 
yarn or fingering yarn, and pull it up doubled. 
Don’t knot it. Insert needle beside a pin marking 
placement for a tie, from either top or lining side 
(whichever side you want to have tails of 
knots). Remove pin. Take a stitch about 1%” 
long through all layers, and bring needle back 
up near where it entered. Pull up yarn, leaving a 
2” tail for a square knot. Tie knot and trim ends. 
Repeat at each pin. Remove basting, if any. 


Trim quilt batt and lining even with quilt 
top. Leaving about 2” extra at each end, placea 
11%" binding strip on one edge of quilt top, right 
sides together. Sew through all layers (binding, 
quilt top, batting, lining) with a 4” seam, begin- 
ning and ending at seam line. Repeat for other 
three sides of quilt. Fold binding to the back, 
tucking under 1%”, and blind stitch it down along 
seam line. At corners, trim, tuck in ends, and 
Stitch. 

Be sure to rinse out any quilt marking that 
still shows. A nice finishing touch is to embroi- 
der your name, city, and date on the back of 
your quilt.

2. Use arotary cutter to cut Block X’s 
5'/2” wide across the band. 


Blue Jazz, page 22, is a perfect can- 
didate for strip piecing. Study the Units 
1 & 2 diagrams on page 22 to see the 
color combinations in each row of the 
units. Measure the patterns on page 
23-—you'll find they are varying lengths 
and are all 11%” wide plus 1%” seam al- 
lowances. Thus, for each patch, from 
the color called for in the diagram cut a 
Strip as wide as the finished patch 
length plus 4” seam allowances. Join 
the strips in sets of two or three (accord- 
ing to the combination in each row); cut 
across the bands to make units that are 
1%” wide plus 4” seam allowances. 

Let’s take the top unit row as an 
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example: a medium teal A is sewn to a 
medium red C. The A patch finishes 
1%" x 6%"; C finishes 114” x 334”. 
Therefore you should cut and join a 63/4” 
x 42” medium teal strip and a 41/4” x 42” 
medium red strip. After pressing the 


band, cut segments that are 13/4” wide 
(1'%4”" plus seam allowances). Repeat 
for other unit rows, using two or three 
colors as shown in the unit diagram. 


Country Still Life and Galaxy I, 
pages 24 and 30, both have checker 
borders, although the patch size is dif- 
ferent. Cut strips 42” (the width of the 
fabric) by the finished patch size plus 
seam allowances. (Strips for Country 
Still Life will be cut 1%” wide; strips for 


Galaxy I are cut 2'%” wide.) Join three 
strips to make one kind of band (blue- 
white-blue for Country Still Life); join 
three more strips to make the opposite 
kind of band (white-blue-white for 
Country Still Life). Cut across bands 


to make border units. (Cut 11%"-wide 
units for Country Still Life; 212”-wide 
units for Galaxy I.) Join the two kinds of 
units alternately to complete the border. 


General Hints. When looking at pat- 
terns with an eye toward simplifying 
) a 


construction with strip piecing, check 
these considerations. Are the measure- 
ments in increments that are easy to cut 
with a see-through ruler or strip tem- 
plates? A strip measuring 31132” might 
be difficult to cut precisely! Can patches 
be cut economically from strip-pieced 
bands? Triangles that are cut with only 
one orientation will leave half the band 
unused. Do you have enough yardage ? 
Most squares and rectangles will re- 
quire little, if any, additional yardage; 
other shapes may need extra fabric. Is 
strip piecing time-efficient? If there are 
only a few strip-pieced shapes, it may 
be just as quick to use traditional hand 
or machine piecing. 

Many patterns lend themselves to 
strip piecing, even if there are other por- 
tions of the quilt that will be made more 
slowly by other methods. Besides, a 
change of pace may be just the shot of 
adrenalin you need to forge ahead. 
Voila!

() To make a block row, join four 
vertical sashes alternately with three 
blocks, being careful that the sashes 
are oriented to agree with the colored 
illustration.
